forger}-, and a very poor one at that. The bankers 
interviewed embrace the most prominent financiers 
in New York, who daiiy pav out millions ou the 
knowledge of signatures.

This is not a professional treatise, nor 
is it one of those always-to-be-avoi led guides, 
“ Every man his own law yer.” Its purpose 
is rather to inform the people of the growth 
of and changes in the law, on those law sub 
jects which are general and alike in the main 
features throughout the land. 
Thus, it gives 
an outline of our Government and our Courts 
and their law-books. 
I t then explains what 
the Courts have decided upon leading sub­ 
jects within the U nited States’ jurisdiction, 
such as citizenship and civil rights, the Indi­ 
ans and the Chinese, banking and commerce, 
and other m atters of current interest in this 
field. 
Prom inent subjects more particularly 
w ithin State jurisdiction follow. 
The con­ 
flict of the marriage laws, the great change 
as to the rights ot married women, the start­ 
ling difficulties respecting divorce, are dis­ 
cussed.

The life and writings of Pi pe have been dis­ 
cussed iu

more voluminous 
than th at which exists in the case of al- 
m ist any other Euglish man 
of letter.-.

definitive or 
exhaustive 
work. 
The 
present work would seem to be intended 
to indicate the main authorities upon which 
such a hi. rerapher w. uld have to rely. 
The 
first life ot Pope was a catchpenny book, by 
W illiam Aviv, published iu 1715, ar.d re­ 
markable chiefly as giving the first version 
of erroneous statements. 
In 1751 W arbur- 
tou published the authoritative edition ot toe 
poet’s works, with notes containing some 
biographical m atter. 
In 17(11) appeared a 
life by Owen Ruff head, who wrote under 
W arburtons inspiration. 
W ar ton’s edition 
of Pope—the noUn iu which are chiefly 
drawn from the Essay—was published iu 
171(7. 
The Life by Join.so . 
pfieared iu 1781 
—but Johnson hail taken the least pcsrible 
trouble in ascertaining fact.-,.

W inter Irrigation. 
Of course we cannot say whether we will 
have a wet or dry winter, or whether the 
rains will fall early or late in the season, and 
therefore whether the lands will need artifi­ 
cial irrigation or n o t; but a h.-tnry of the 
past has shown us thai the average rainfall 
in nearly ail the cultivated portions of the 
State is too small to insure good crops of even 
the small grains. 
Our last winter was an 
•xceptioEal one, and as a result wj have had 
an exceptional crop of all the cereals. 
Our 
rains last winter were not more than the 
average, but they came late iu the season, 
and there!ne the soil retained the moisture 
and utilized it to a greater extent tiran usual 
iu completing the growth and perfecting the 
crops. 
W e have never failed in having good 
crops after a wet winter, and we have never 
had good crops after a dry w inter; but we 
have always had the best crops after a wet 
season th at has come iute rather than early. 
Now all these L ets pr >ve to us th at we have 
it in our power to produce good crop- wher­ 
ever our lands can be 9 mded and well soaked 
down during the rainy season. 
We have 
thus far referred only to the small grain 
crops, but the history of the past goes to 
prove to u- also th at wit!, p. vv t season well 
limed we can always depend cu g'-iri crops of 
corn, potatoes, and other summer crops, even 
on our open wheat lands, as well as of the 
small grains. 
W e d > not need the summer 
rains even for vegetables, if we can be assured 
of a plenty of moisture in the soil as late as 
April or May. 
Now with all these truths rs 
to production before u--, the next inquiry is 
whether we can supply artificially, if we are 
not sure of it naturally, the water necessary 
to wet our lands down wail every winter or 
spring. 
L et such farmer put this question 
to himself individually with reference to his 
own location or the situation of his lands. 
It he finds th at he has not a small stream 
handy, or a dry slough which runs full of 
water iu the winter, from which he can divert 
enough to flobd his lands, and thus render 
them certain to yield him abundant crops 
every year, is there not rereii a slough on the 
lands of his next or next neighbor, from 
which, by the joint efforts of a few neighbors, 
ali their lands can be flooded. 
If such slough 
or creek ba hot ucce.-sible to a small locality, 
then let the inquiry be pushed further, and 
let it be ascertained if the waters of some 
river cannot be diverted from their channel 
and carried over a larger section of country 
by the joint efforts of the farmers occupying 
th at larger section. 
The great inland Iiarin3 
of the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers are 
peculiarly situated in reference to water. 
W hile ifeither of the a have a sufficiency of 
rainfall to insure good crops of even email 
grains on their lands • itu ateJ above the high 
water in the rivers opposite these lands, all 
the lands on their immediate banks, and 
averaging from three to four miles back, are 
subject to ova rflow each winter and spring, 
and thus their value and usefulness is very 
much impaired. 
Thus ail our lauds suffer, 
some from want of water aud some from too 
much water. 
If we had any means of keep­ 
ing this water from flooding the lauds m ar 
the rivers in high water, and at the same 
time conveying it to aud over the back 
1 .nds, the whole country would be gteat- 
iy benefited. 
In fact, with such control of 
the waters that run down through these great 
inland vaiieys in their rivers, the whole sec­ 
tion would he rendered the mort 
pro-, 
ductive and the richest country in the world. 
Such control and u»i) of these waters would 
at once aud for ever settle the two great 
auestions of continued fertility ar.d continued 
produe.ioa. 
The waters that pass down 
thruugh these rivers are freighted with the 
surface wash of ail the surrounding moun­ 
tains, 
and contain 
fertilizing substances 
sufficient to enrich the soil of the valleys in­ 
definitely under a system of continued crop­ 
ping. 
T hat they contain the finer particles 
of soil from the mines will heno objection to 
them, 
but on the contrary 
will 
be of 
great benefit for irrigating purposes. 
The 
fine sediment of the mining debris is itself 
among the best fertilizers th at can be spread 
over our lauds, and, mixed with the sur­ 
face waahinsg, will insure constant crops 
to all lands covered by them. 
AH we w ant ia 
to equalize our waters e ver the whole surface 
of the valleys—to turn it away from the im­ 
mediate river bottoms and spread it over the 
higher benches. 
The time we have too much 
of it on the low lands is just the time it will 
do the most good on the higher lands. 
Then 
while our Debris Commission are endeavor­ 
ing to confine the waters within the channels, 
would it not be better to consider how best a 
portion of them could be spread over the 
c-.untry that needs them ? We want irriga­ 
tion, but we waut it in the winter and eariy 
spring, just when we have a surplus of water. 
A plenty of i: at this time will do for the 
whole season. 


The Development of the Arid Regions. 
uvt the last session of Congress there was 
appropriated the sum of 85,000 for the de­ 
velopment of the arid regions of the U nited 
States. 
These regions lie generally between 
the Pacific coast and the one hundredth de­ 
gree of west longitude, and are constituted or 
made up of the territory having an average 
rainfall too small to support profitable culti­ 
vation of the soil without artificial irrigation. 
As we are informed, the law making such ap­ 
propriation does not provide any machinery 
or medium through which the money shall be 
expended, or point out in any way for what 
special purposes it shall be devoted. 
Con­ 
gressman Horace Davis, at whose special in­ 
stance it wa3 appropriated, suggested in his 
address before our State Agricultural Society 
the propriety of ( ffering prizes by the State 
Board of Agriculture of California for essays 
upon these regions. 
These essays set forth 
their soils and climates, means of irrigation, 
modes of reclamation, etc. 
Since quite a 
large section of the southern part of our 
State comes properly within the arid regions, 


f o r the development of which this money is 
appropriated, the suggestion seems to be a 
very appropriate and proper one. 
Congress 
did not intend to go into remote sections of 
country beyond the settlements of civilized 
people to expend the money, or any money, 
but to have it expended where its im­ 
mediate good will be felt. 
An investi­ 
gation of the great question of irrigating the 
San Joaquin valley would be a legitimate 


s u b je c t for inquiry in connection with the 
preservation of our navigable rivers from de­ 
struction from the overflow of debris from 
the mines. 
The next Congress should direct 
the expenditure of the appropriation. 


Advertizing the Country. 
The people of the southern counties of this 
State are splendid advertisers of their section 
ana its products. 
For the last ten years they 
have kept their section before the people of 
the East so persistently and constantly, that all 
other portions of California have almost been 
forgotten by immigrants to the State; and, 
as a consequence, the southern half of the 
State has, during the last few years, increased 
in population and wealth more rapidly than 
the northern half. Los ADgeles and San Ber­ 


nardino have their annual agricultural fairs iu 
the fall, and then in the spring they have their 
citrus fairs, and in this way they keep bef-re 
the people all the products and advamages 
they 
have to 
offer as 
inducements to 
settlem ent. 
They have now a new and 
first-rate 
advertising 
enterprise 
under 
discussion. 
They are now proposing not 
only to hold thtse fairs at home for the 
benefit and encouragement of their own peo­ 
ple, but to pack up the grains, fruits, wines, 
raisins, figs, and indeed the best samples 
of all their products, and ship them to the 
great Eastern cities for exhibition. 
They 
propose to bhow the products of each county 
separately in the exhibition, but to have the 
several counties join in the general exhibition, 
aud to send lecturers along with the exhibi­ 
tion to lecture upon the general advantages 
of th at section of the State. 
They will go 
into Chicago, for instance, secure a suitable 
lvcture and show-room, open up their exhibi- 
bition and show their products to ti e best 
advantage, delivering lectures at the san e 
time, and thus make the eutcrprise pay 
its own expenses, at the same time they dis­ 
seminate correct information among the peo­ 
ple of th at section iu reference to Southern 
California. 
They propose to go to ail 
the great cities of the E ast and South show 
ing their products, and explain them and the 
advantages their country i fft-ra to industrious 
people. 
This is a splendid aud practical 
idea, and is worthy of the enterprise of the 
people who originate 1 it. 
If the people of 
the northern half rf the State would do some 
tiling of this kind they m ight in s. f «• year- 
settle up the vast sections of unocc upied coun­ 
try iu the northern counties.

Stack the Straw. 
J3.Y ride through any wheat-gr. - ring section 
of the State a t this season of the year will 
show the observer not only burned stubble 
fields but burned straw stacks in great num­ 
bers. 
Now, while we know that straw can­ 
not be utilized for fertilizing the 6oil, on ac­ 
count of the peculiar dry climale iu the warm 
stas. a, still we insist th at there is no go d 
reason for burning the straw to get lid of i'. 
This straw is almost as good as hay for cattle 
Rnd sheep, and young aud idle horac?. 
Turn 
out any stock iu a field where they can have 
free access to cheat or barky Btraw stalks, 
and they will make a good living even with 
no gieen grass to graze upon. 
Good wheat 
straw 
is 
worth 
from 
f ur 
to 
five 
dollars 
a 
ton 
to 
w inter stock upo , 
and will pay th at to any one who bin the 
stock to feed upon it. 
W hy then do people 
continue to burn it frcm year to year, and 
wonder how they are going to manage to keep 
up the fertility of their wheat lands. 
We 
must raise a less number of acres of wheat 
aud more cattle, hor.-es, sheer and hogs; 
put our s.raw into meat, beef, pork aud mut­ 
ton, and manure. 
The farmer who feeds his 
straw to stock gathers two crops from his 
land each year, while he who burns his stiaw 
will soon cea-e to gather even one crop. 
W e 
cannot, on our own grain lands, raise w ith­ 
out irrigation b e e ta n d vegetables to relieve 
and rest the soil from con.-tant cropping < f 
wheat, hut we can do what is just as well 
for 
the 
Soil ; we 
can 
alternate 
wheat 
aud beef, and pork, and mutton, and, at the 
same 
time, 
p ut 
more 
m mey 
in 
our 
pockets annually, 
bummer fallowing is good 
for the land, but pasturing is better and 
more profitable. 
Beef, and pork, and m ut­ 
ton, butter, lard aud wool are always in de­ 
mand, arid will always bring money as well 
as wheat, and as a rule the grain farmer who 
calculates every year to turn i ff a few head 
of fat hogs and sheep, some butter, lard an! 
w ool, will in the loag run sell more wheat 
than his neighbor who can find no place on 
liis farm for anything but wjieat. 


A gricul'ural Intelligence 


S h e p h e r d D o g s. — The bane of sheep 
husbandry in this country consists iu the 
numberless worthless curs tn at are found 
almost everywhere. 
A few days ago, s.ivs 
an exchange, w e m et our m end kelly, of 
W heaton, New York, and a-king idm about 
his sheep, learned w hat we had not heard 
before—th at his famous ram, " Matchless,” 
and two other highly prized and very valuable 
sheep had, some time ago, been killed by 
dogs. 
Those who are familiar with the 
quality of Mr. K elly’s fl ck w ii! understand 
something of the magnitude of his loss. 
It 
was hardly less than 82,000. 
An action to 
recover damages in such cases is in most 
instances 
futile, 
for 
as 
a 
rule 
such 
worthless curs be! >Dg to worthless men, 
men who have little or no property, and from 
whom nothing can be collected. 
The rem­ 
edy, if it is to be found in this direction, is 
in some such law as is in force in Vermont, 
or by levying a tax which shall tax nint- 
tenths of the dog race out of existence. B ut 
thebe remedies cannot lie expected yet in 
most of the States, aud farmers and fl íckmen 
m ust employ oth r means to prevent the de­ 
pletion of their flocks by sheep-killing dogs. 
Due means of protection is the employment 
of trained shepherq dogs. 
Such useful ani­ 
mals have often saved flocks of sheep from 
the incursions of, and the havoc frequently 
wrought by, strange dogs, and by wolves as 
welJ. and their aid in watching driving and 
b-r ling sheep sud cattle i., well understood. 
The iiretinctive aptitude of this bre -i of dogs 
for herdiog purposes Ls wonderful, and with 
ordinary training they are invaluable. 
That 
the Scotch colly can Ira made highly service­ 
able to the fl ck industry ..f the conutry does 
not adm it of doubt. 
W ithout pursuing the 
tuSj ct further at this time we conclude by 
saying th at if, by the use of collies, a email 
percentage comparatively of the loss annually 
sustained by the depredations of their worth­ 
less congeners can be saved, the introduction 
of the former will be of much benefit. In the 
absence of adequate laws for the protection of 
sheep from marauding dogs, tbe adoption of 
reasonable and more or less effective expedi­ 
ents is a necessity. 


W i l l i a m 
G a r t h , a K entuckian who 
died in 18fi0, left a generous sum to be in ­ 
vested and the interest applied to the edu­ 
cation of poor and w orthy young men of 
Bourbon county. 
The com m ittee having 
the m atter in charge have done their work 
well, the result being th e college gradua­ 
tion of sixteen youug men, and the instruc­ 
tion of fifteen now on the rolls. 
N early 
all of the students have attended colleges 
wherein instruction is free, and consequent­ 
ly th e money has thus far been used alm ost 
exclusively for books, clothing aud board­ 
ing. 
I t is paid directly to the student, 
and he accounts annually to the Commis­ 
sioners for the sums used upon vouchers.

in 
Nashville Judge Felix 
Grundy and family, and Mrs. Grundy was 
a lady that mingled with the best society 
of that city, and was highly respected ; 
but, being a member of some church that 
prohibited its members visiting theaters, 
she was not present on the occasion ; as 
whenever the name was mentioned there 
was a general laugh throughout the whole 
audience.

S o m e S h o o t i n g . — A wonderful story of 
shouting conies from the W e s t; and while 
tlrey were a t it there «-ere a lot of feats 
th a t m ight have been recorded to m ake the 
v arn even more sensational than it is. 
Secretary ScUurz was the spectator, and 
Octo, a 15-year old son of the Nhz Forces 
cnief, th e m arksm an. 
H is repertoire in ­ 
cluded the following : The first shot—A 5 ­ 
cent piece is placed a t the top of the head 
of a figure of a man, the head being cov­ 
ered. 
O tto takes his position 20 paces 
from the object w ith a rifle w ithout a sight, 
is then blindfolded, gives a som ersault, 
tires and hits the 5-ceut piece, from his 
point of location. 
The second sh o t—lie 
cuts the strings which sustains the figure. 
The th ird sh o t—Three sw inging glass balls 
suspended from a frame, counterpassing

S t a g h o u n d s .—The Scotch staghound, 
as ordinarily trained, follows the deer by 
view alone, and would therefore be of no 
use in hunting in this country except on 
the plains, w here the quarry can be kept 
in sight. 
They' would, moreover, be too 
fast for ordinary deer-driving, in w hich it 
is essential th at th e hound shall keep close 
to the deer, or th a t the latter shall be very 
much frightened. 
Stonhenge, it is true, 
considers th at the staghound or rough grey­ 
hound, for we presum e th a t it ia of this 
anim al th at our 
correspondent w rites,

These 
dogs 
have been extensively used iu both deer 
and antelope hunting in the W est, but 
have not proved so useful in this sport as 
have the sm ooth grayhounds, w hich have 
more speed, though perhaps not so much 
strength. 
The old English staghound was 
essentially a larger foxhound, in respect to 
his head, and had the body like a blood­ 
hound, bu t som ew hat lighter. 
The E n­ 
glish ataghounda of the present day are 
merely a larger and lighter d raf t of the 
ordinary foxhound.

TURKISH DOMESTIC LIF~ IN THE WAY 
OF REFORM. 


E very ' 
bo in the 
hours of 
tirtssed, 


Turk leads tw o livrs. 
H e may 
society of Europeans during six 
every day. 
H e is then well 
vivacious, 
perliatis 
intelligent. 
B ut th is p art of his life i* not the part 
which iurm s his motives. 
I t is not then 
th a t th e final caus s are a t W ork which 
govern his acts. 
H is life, w hen he is in 
the busy whirl of th e world, is superficial 
and unreal. 
How artificial it is can be 
seen in the alacrity w ith which, on his re­ 
tu rn to his harem, he lays off tiie broad­ 
cloth clothes of his public existence aud 
dons the w hite baggy trousers, th e open­ 
necked vest, aud the long gown dear to his 
h*art. 
H e is only ready to be a t ease 
when he releases his feat from patent 
leather and from stockings, and th ru sts 
them into unheeled slippers. 
Then lie is 
himself, for he is a t home. 
The harem is 
to every Turk his haven of refuge. 
To it 
he m ay flee from every care. 
A bout the 
harem d in g all th e sw eetest associations 
of his life. 
All his best feelings find exer­ 
cise in th a t sacred place, 
llis m other, 
perhaps, is there, or his sisters. 
There 
only he enjoys the p rattle of his children. 
There alone in all the world can th e tired 
man find th e balm of sym pathy. 
There 
he has books and can study in peace if lie 
will. 
There he enjoys the riches of his 
splendid flower-garden. 
In* the dom ain of 
tn e women, w ith hills and vales and moon- 
touched sea before his eyes, he dream s 
away his sum m er evenings under the subtle 
3peil of nature. 
And here he m eets the 
controlling influences of 
bis life. 
The 
women of the harem , m other, sisters and 
wives, w ait upon th e man coming w earily 
home from his struggle w ith lite. 
They 
are to him hum ble servants or m erry com­ 
panions. as his mood is. 
They please him 
w ith his children, or leave him alone w ith 
his books, a t his behest. 
Sooner or later, 
however, they assert th eir w om an’s rig h t 
of talking on serious topic?, and th en they 
have him a t th eir m ercy. 
Now these 
women who m ake the home of th e T urk 
are rarely his equals iu m ental acquire­ 
ments. 
No question of blood rules th e se­ 
lection of wives am ong the T urks. 
A 
woman born in a m ud hovel often rules in 
a pasha’s palace. 
A t the very best, T nrk- 
ish women rarely have any education be­ 
yond the prim er. 
They believe in signs 
aud wonders ; iu the active agency of evil 
sp irits; in the existence of a great dragon 
: who periodically attem pts to sw allow the 
j m oon; in charm s and incantations. 
Iu 
short, they are as superstitious as th ey can 
lie after centuries of hereditary iguorance. 
B ut they are positive in opinion, and in- 
j tolerant of opposition. 
M oreover, they 
are, ahove all things else, ardent and big­ 
’ oted M ohammedans. 
Such are the intel­ 
lectual surroundings of the T urk during 
: th a t part of his life which he loves. 
And 
when the women of his house tu rn the 
conversation upon public affairs, th e poor 
m au is helpless in th eir hands, because he 
knows the fu tility of logic in such discus­ 
sion. 
O ften a pasha m eets at home a p eti­ 
tion which he has refused in his office, and 
yielding to sheer im portunity on th e part 
of his women, he rew ards the shrew dness 
of tiie man who has found means to invoke 
such aids. 
Often it has happened th a t the 
pasha disappoints an embassador and vio­ 
lates his prom ise to support a new m eas­ 
ure, because the women of his household 
object to th e deviation from custom . 
He 
m ust yield to his home circle or break w ith 
them eutirely. 
These women are under no 
influences by which tbeir opinions m av be 
changed. 
They live in a w orld of their 
own, and are entirely unaw are of an exist­ 
ence preferable to their own, and know 
nothing of th a t outside w orld to which 
th ey are sim ply curiosities of 
antique 
origin. 
T his glance a t the home life of the 
T urk and its influence upon him, leaves 
little to hope from th e T urks in th e direc­ 
tion of voluntary abandonm ent of ola sy s­ 
tem s and practices.—[H enry O. D w ight, in 
H arper’s Magazine for October.

If there arc any voters who have not

It may be assumed th at the undecided 
voter is one who affects to put no confi­ 
dence in what are called campaign argu­ 
ments ; who dots not believe th at the 
success or failure of either party will cause 
any appreciable change in the prosperity 
of the country ; who regards most of the 
considerations which are put torward on 
both Eides as exaggerated and untrust­ 
worthy ; and who seeks to hold the bal­ 
ance even between the contending factions. 
To this class of citizens we now address 
ourselves, with the aim of showing them 
that there exist no reasons which can jus­ 
tify any sensible and unprejudiced man in 
voting the Democratic ticket.

For 
example, the party pledges itself to a frank 
acceptance of the constitutional amend­ 
ments, to honest money and faithful dis­ 
charge of the public obligations, to a 
*■ tariff for revenue only,” to “ free ships, 
to the maintenance of the right of free 
suffrage. 
A party which could be trusted 
to carry out all these lines of policy might 
be regarded, other things being equal, as 
offering fairly enough. 
B at wnen we pro­ 
ceed a step further, and inquire how the 
Democratic party interprets and sustains 
these its professions, we are confronted 
with a very singular condition of things. 
Of course it must be evident that what a 
party dots is a better indication of its 
real 
tendencies 
than w hat 
it 
says. 
Now what the Democratic party docs is at 
variance on fill essential points with its 
declarations. 
This is not a reckless cam­ 
paign assertion, bnt a sober statem ent of 
fact which cannot be controvert d. 
Thus 
the Democratic party says in its platform 
that the right of free voting is a right pre­ 
servative of ail lights, which must and 
shall be maintained throughout the Union. 
This is a very sound and proper sentiment, 
but wht adoes the party responsible ñ r it ac­ 
tually do? It has bared this campaign upon 
the practical possession of the entire range 
of Southern States. 
It cannot pretend 
that if the ballot was free in all those 
Slates they would be solidly Democratic. 
Four of them at least are known to have 
Republican majorities normally. 
But it is 
notorious th at iu all those States the ballot 
is not free; that the Republican vote is 
systematically counted oat ; and that con­ 
sequently the Democratic pretense of re 
gard and solicitude for the sanctity of the 
ballot is a false pretense. 
Take next the 
question of honest money and faithful dis­ 
charge of public obligations, State and na­ 
tional. 
This the Democrats profess to be 
their aim, but w hat has been their prac 
tic: ? 
In the Southern States repudiation 
b is been the rule, and not the exception. 
In Congress the Democratic members have 
nearly all voted for and supported every 
¡a asure to prevent the resumption of 
pecie payments, and to weaken the public 
credit, by forcing a silver standard upon 
the country. 
In general polities they hav 
on every opportunity 
allied themselves 
with the faction which proposes to destroy 
specie payments, to flood the country with 
irredeemable paper currency, and to pay 
off the public debt in the same currency. 
It cannot therefore he said that the Demo­ 
crats are sound or trustw orthy upon this 
question. 


Take next the tariff issue. 
The ques­ 
tion of free trade is a most im portant one. 
Its advocates are constantly acquiring 
greater support, as the wrong and mischief 
of protection become apparent to thinking 
men. 
The Democratic party put in its 
platform a proposition for *‘a tariff for 
“ revenue only,” and th at phrase means a 
tariff such as obtains iu England, and 
which is compatible with practical free 
trade. 
Had the Democrats stood courage­ 
ously up for this policy it is very pro!table 
that they would have driven their oppo­ 
nents from the positions they bad assumed. 
Certainly they would have done so had 
their speakers and writers possessed a 
competent knowledge of the subject. 
But 
it has been made obvious that the Demo­ 
crats had no other object in adopting this 
resolution than the capture of votes, aud 
that neither conviction nor understanding 
were behind it. 
For when the Republi­ 
cans, late in the canvass, bethought them­ 
selves th at the tariff issue might bo used 
advantageously, the tirst impulse of the 
Democrats was—not to defend their plat­ 
form, but to repu .late it. They made haste 
to convey the irnpressi >n that they did not 
mean anything by what they had put for­ 
ward as one of their guiding principles, 
but 
that 
they 
were 
just as good 
Protectionists as their opponents. 
General 
Hancock even went so far as to tell a re­ 
porter that the tariff was “ a local ques­ 
tion 
th at “ the General Government 
seldom interfered with it,” and th at it 
would make no difference to this ques­ 
tion which party was in power. 
.Such wild 
nonsense as this has never before been 
uttered by a candidate, but though it 
conclusively proved 
Geueral Hancock’s 
phenomenal ignorance of the subject, it 
demonstrated his equal willingness to take 
any position upon it which might be 
thought most advantageous to his party. 
W hat he said, and what his organs have 
faid, shows that the Democrats really have 
no convictions upon the question, and it 
follows therefore that however men’s minds 
may differ in regard to the fiscal policy of 
the country, it must be imponible for 
cither Protectionistsor Free Traders to place 
any reliance upon Democratic professions 
and promises. 
Take, again, the question 
of the National Banks. 
Does any one 
know, and can any one discover, how the 
Democratic party stands upon that issue ? 
Some of the Democrats have, it is true, 
ranged themselves with the Greenbackers 
against the banks, but Senator Bayard, one 
of the leaders of the party, recently de­ 
clared in a public speech that the party 
was in favor of the banks, and that this 
was General Hancock’s position. 
How, 
a.-ain, .lo the Democrats stand on the 
silver coinage question ? In their platform 


they declare for “ honest ” money, but in 
Congress they have always voted for in­ 
flation of currency with silver. 
On civil 
service reform, which is a very important 
question, they are Eilent, perhaps because 
it would be quite useless for them to pre­ 
tend to be iu favor of it. Notoriously they 
have not the least inclination that way, and 
what they most desire is an opportunity 
to empty every federal office, and fill it 
again without the least regard to fitness. 


We have thus reviewed the positions and 
practices of the Democratic party on the 
leading questions of the day, and in so 
doing v.e have been careful to overstate 
nothing, and to confine ourselves to an in­ 
telligible presentation of the necessary 
facts. 
From these facts it appears con­ 
clusively that the party has no certain posi­ 
tion before the country on any issues save 
those concerning which its positions are 
undeniably bad. 
Its record as a foe to 
free suffrage is too plain to be concealed. 
When it has been possible to evade, it has 
evaded, and when evasion has necessitated 
repudiation of its avowed principles, it has 
repudiated. 
It has made a campaign of 
evasions aud negations, in fact, and this in 
face of the obvious need of a policy which 
should vindicate its claim to national con­ 
fidence. 
W hy should an intelligent voter 
cast his ballot- for the Democratic candi­ 
dates under these circumstances ? All that 
the Democratic party offers is a change. 
Not 
a change for the 
betti r, for it 
has declined 
all 
challen.; -3 
to 
show 
that 
it 
Í3 
prepared 
to 
give 
the 
country 
such 
a change. 
M. rely and 
simply 
a 
change. 
But 
though 
it 
takes care not to point out the considera­ 
tion, the voter must reflect that if a change 
is not to be for the better, it will almost 
certainly Vie for the worse. 
The Demo­ 
cratic party does not do much to quiet ap­ 
prehension on this score. 
Ic has shown 
so supreme a contempt for its own pro­ 
fessions, and so eager a promptness to 
modify or reject them for the sake of win­ 
ning support, that no sober-minded voter 
can fail to a.-k himself whether so fickle 
and unprincipled a party can be trusted 
to perform anything it promises. 
Its 
dominant influences are Southern. 
If it 
should win, it would owe the victory to 
the South. 
The South has always con­ 
trolled its course, if not its professions, 
and the spirit of the South is not friendly 
to any of the conservative and loyal posi­ 
tions the party has taken. 
A cool con­ 
sideration of the situation, therefore, war­ 
rants the conclusion that it would be 
extremely imprudent to tru st the party 
with control of the Government. 
Its acts 
and its promises are too much at variance. 
Its controlling influences are too danger­ 
ous. 
I t 
might not upset everything 
that has been thus far established, but 
there is no ground for hope that it would 
introduce any improvement to the Govern­ 
ment, while there are many and powerful 
reasons for apprehending that it would 
lend itself to mischievous courses. 
We 
have said nothing of the Republican party 
in thi.-. article, because we wished to show 
the undecided voter that there is no just 
ground for the change proposed by the 
Democratic party,; and because, if it is 
shown that such a change is not warranted 
or demanded, it follows inevitably that 
those who recognize the failure of the 
Democratic arguments m ust support the 
Republican ticket. 
I t would be easy to 
demonstrate the advisability of supporting 
that ticket on the basis solely of the supe­ 
rior merit of the party, and the superior 
wisdom and wholesomeness of its policy, 
but if we have disproved the Democratic 
case 
the 
end aimed 
at is effectually 
reachod.

W e make toe assertion 
deliberately that no well-educated man 
would think of excluding Fielding or Smol­ 
lett from a public library, and we draw the 
logical inference th at the course of the 
Directors of the San Francisco Free Li­ 
brary shows them to be unfit for the posi­ 
tions they occupy. 


THAT BÜGÜS GARFIELD LETTER. 


The disposition of the Democrats is 
again made manifest by the avidity with 
which they have flung themselves upon 
tlm bogus letter on the Chinese question 
ascribed to General Garfield, but really 
written by some Democratic forger.

“ heir?, and drew the entire sum and kept 
“ it to himself.” 
Two years subsquently 
the other 
heirs 
discovered what 
had 
been done, 
and claimed 
the 
money, 
but 
he 
refused 
to 
pay 
it, 
plead- 
iag insolvency. 
The 
heirs 
then ap­ 
plied to the Government for it, claiming 
th at the payment to English was invalid, 
he not being authorized to receive it. This 
application brought the 
m atter 
before 
William L. Marcy, then Secretary of 
W ar, a n d liaic Toucey, then Attorney-Gen­ 
eral, and, says the Nation, “ their letters 
“ and opinions seem to place it beyond 
“ doubt that it was a fraudulent ” transac­ 
tion. 
It appears that English ha3 not yet 
Bettled with the heirs he defrauded, or at 
least had not done so a month ago. 
This 
affair is certainly worse in grade and char­ 
acter than anything that is usually proved 
against candidates, and what makes it the 
more damaging is that it is a species of 
fraud which seems quite congenial to all 
that is known of English's disposition. 
His own party organs denounce him as a 
“ skin-flint,” and it appears from this that 
he may also be something a good deal more 
disreputable.

Wheeler, the cold-blooded and delibérate 
murderer of his sister-in-law, Adele Tilisi.n, 
is atiil as loquacious as ever regarding ti e 
circumstances of the appalling tragedy. 
To 
tho curious visitor or acquaintance to his 
cell, No. 3. which he occupies in company 
with about twenty petty criminals, he un­ 
hesitatingly tells his story, and rather court* 
inquiry of the p.tfeir. 
He reiterates hi- v.ii!- 
ir.utiess to die for his crime, and desires t 
be hanged as soon as possible. 
His cell ac­ 
commodations, of which he complained, as 
he was afforded no opportunity to sleep, has 
caused him for the first time to express re 
gret, not for bis fearful deed, but for the loss 
he had sustained in the deceased, an d if he 
had known as much about prisons as lie does 
now, he would have taken his own life, and 
laid hituself down beside his victim. 
I t was 
the first time he had ever Ijeen under arrest, 
and he did not like the idea ; hut 
he got 
into a “ little trouble” he supposed that he 
had to put up with it. 
A measurement of 
the trunk in which the murdered woman was 
[lacked showed it to be thirty-four inches 
long, twenty-one ar.d a half inches wide, and 
twelves and a half inches in depth below the 
shoulder wLere rested the tray. An autopsy 
war held on the body of the deceased, and it 
was found that death had resulted from 
strangulation.

San F rancisco, October 22.1.—Wheeler 
had an interview yesterday ufternoon with 
his wife and Peckham, the man who wished 
to take the murdered girl away.

proaches of his wife had no effect on him, 
and he coolly said “ It’s done now, aud can’t 
be helped.” When she persisted in asking 
questions, he shrugged his shoulders and 
asked what was the “ use of talking about 
it? ” When asked how he did it he drew his 
wife to him, placed the left hand over her 
month, and with the right clutched her 
throat. 
He released her in a minute. She 
called him a murderer, but he, pointing to 
Peckham, said: “ There is the murderer. 
There is the man who has caused all this 
trouble.” Wheeler says he has nothing more 
to say about the murder now, but will have 
before he is hanged.

My husband and I have disagreed since we 
were married, a period of ten years. The 
deceased lived with me the past three year*. 
I was not aware that any improper relations 
existed between the deceased and the accused 
until three years ago, when she came to live 
with me and was taken eick. I tbiuk the 
relationship has existed at times during the 
period mentioned. We left New York some 
time in May last, and arrived in Cisco, 
Placer county, in June last. 
My sister, the 
deceased, came with us. The accused and 
deceased left Cisco on the 1st of September 
last for this city, expecting to take the 
steamer for New York. I was left behind 


because there was not money enough to take 
us all. 
I heard from them by letter in a wc«i 
after their arrival here. My husband stated iu 
the letter that he was waiting for the r.t xt 
steamer, as he had not b-m able to -uak* his 
arrangements before. In a few days after 
the receipt of the first letter, I received a let­ 
ter from my husband, or rather from the de­ 
ceased, telling c e to |pack my trunk and h. 
ready to leave for this city the following 
Monday, and to ' e r a !y to go in the steamer 
with them. 
Tne deceased wrote all the let­ 
ters to me. Thty tiually wrote that they hai 
expended so much money that they would he 
unable to l*ave on the steamer, and told me 
to be patient as he exacted to get a situation 
soon. I icinaiued in Cisco until the lust week 
ia September, when I ¡eft and came to thi* 
city unknown to them, aLd borrowed money 
to bring me here. 
They had given me their 
adiirvs-, No. 23 Kearny street, and 1 four..: 
them there on the day alter my arrival. I met 
the housxjfeeper «’hen 1 went to the houseai.d 
I described the deceased to her. 8he directed 
me to room 14. 
I found the deceased in bed 
and my husband had just got up ami w - 
dressing 
himself. 
It w.i' 8 o’ekek in 
the morning when I went to her room. 1 v s 
surprised and ang-ry to find them occupying 
the same bed, and I had words i.iili th -f . 
I thought it best to keep the matter quiet. 
He told ina then that he could get a situation 
on the following Monday. 
I took a room ia 
the bouse that day on the same floor »s their 
room. They continued to occupy room 11 
together. 
The deceased and I became 
acquainted with Mr. Peckham iu Cisco, 
He 
was very attentive to her ail the time we 
were at Cisco. 
He was net engaged to de 
ce r-ed to my knowledge. The deces.-ed gate 
me to understand that she did not like him 
sufficiently to marry him. 
Mr. Peckham’* 
attentions to the deceased annoyed my hus­ 
band very n uch. 
Two or three days before 
I left Cisco Mr. Peckham talked about c oil­ 
ing to this citv to see deceased. 
Air. Peck­ 
ham arrived here last Saturday. 
M ysisbr 
expected him, as he bad writ:.-", to her. Ho 
was very attentive to her arter his arrival 
here, 
lie took a room in the house the next, 
day after his arrival. 
Mr. Wheeler objected 
t > Mr. Peckham’s attentions to the deceas-v. 
here, and the deceased and Mr. Waeeler had 
many angry wmUs with each other. 
Mr. 
Wi ieeler had threatened to murder Mr. Peck­ 
ham for calling him a cow ard. He abo called 
him a gambler. Mr. Peckham tol l me he 
wished to take the deceased to Sacramento, 
and deceased told ms that sh would never 
leave the city with him. 
Mr. Wheeler kuew 
that Mr. Peckham wanted to t-.ke deceased 
to Sacramento. 
He told me that he over­ 
heard Mr. Peckham and deceased talking 
about it two days before her death. 
On 
Wednesday la t Mr. Wheeler came t" me in 
the forenoon and said that officer Morehouse 
had told him that he had a room in his hou*e 
that deceased might occupy, or that she 
might room with his daughter, 20 years of 
ace, and he proposed that deceased should 
take the room. 
This was to hide her away 
from Mr. Peckham. The deceased v< nsented 
to go, «n>l went to the house in comnatiy w ith 
Mr. Wheeler the same day to see the room. 
She returned iu about an hour - r two, and 
decsased said that she would t«ke the room. 
She appeared to give hir consent freely.

OSTEND AGAIN. 


« CITY OF EATERS, DRINKERS, FISHEXS 
AND KNITTERS. 


Som e V ery In te re s tin g F acts a b o u t th e 
H arb o r of Ostend, its D-.fenses 
an d its F ish eries. 


• 
O s te n d , September 26, 1880. 
Ostend is one of the best ports of the 
Horth Sea. 
In a maritime point of view 
it owes it privileged situation to the natu­ 
ral shelter which the stroom-bank gives to 
its roadstead. 
It is at present proposed to 
entirely shelter its roadstead by a break­ 
water constructed on the stroom-bank. This 
piece of work, similar to those of Cherbourg 
aud Plym outh, would transform the road­ 
stead of Ostend into a Fate-tv roadstead in 
which ships would find an excellent shelter 
during the heavy weather of the main sea. 
Since the house of 11 an, Van den Abeele <fc 
Co. is grantee of the . ale of guanos from 
the Peruvian Government, the tonnage of 
vessels entered at Ostend has considerably 
increased. 
There are constantly seen in 
this port vessels coming directly from the 
Peruvian islands which dischatge from a 
thousand to twelv 
hundred tons of this 
precious article, and Ostend has become a 
placa of importation i f the first order 
for the guano of IVru. 
The port of Os­ 
tend carries on an important trade in 
the wood of the north, and the im ­ 
portation of Kngiish coal is regularly made 
through 
stverel steamers coining from 
Newcastle and Sunderland. 
As may be 
supposed, this importation of English coal 
by Ostend creates a strong competition in 
the neighborhood of Gand and Courtrai. 
whence the important coals of Belgium arc 
extracted and dispersed throughout Ger­ 
many and France. 


THE BEST COA I, 


To be pre cured in France is the Charleroi, 
a coal from the mines of Belgium, which is 
hard and produces a bright fire w ith no 
smoke and little flame ; it is, in fact, dearer 
than any other. 
The harbor of Ostend 
receives, beei :es, vessels filled with grain 
for the brewery and distillery, for the beer 
of Ostend is quite famous, end is consumed 
in fearful quantities, eoHsidering it is sold 
for three and four sous per a great beer 
glass, aud the town is nearly7 half filled 
with sailors who are as “ dry as a fish.” 
In fact all of the inhabitants seem to spend 
their entire time in eating and drinking. 
They eat a hearty breakfast in the morn­ 
ing. two dinners during the day' and a sup­ 
per in the evening, and at meals and be­ 
tween meals drink their Ostend beer. 
Tiiere is another beer much appreciated 
by 
the 
inhabitants 
of 
Ostend, called 
Bavaria 
beer, 
which 
has 
a 
pecu­ 
liar 
taste 
of 
its 
own, 
but 
it 
is 
dearer and far less popular than the other. 
A 'tcr learning the meaning of estaminet, 
the promenader at Ostend comes to the 
conclusion that the entire city is a collec­ 
tion of drinking saloons. Along the basins 
which extend from the Estacado along the 
bank and make a gentle turn as far up as 
the depot, an -ituated houses, m ostly hotels 
and taverns for the fishermen and sailors, 
all bearing the inscription “ Esiam inet.” 
„Tiie quay is very long, and yet there exists 
not one single house without this word ip- 
scribed many times on the walls. 
There 
are many foreign vessels in the port, aud 
many different languages are heard, and 
although these dwellings may indicate their 
wares in some foreigner’s native tongue, the 
estaminet is an acknowledged general term. 
N ot only on the quay, but in the heart of 
the city is this magical word found, marked 
on the walls of hotels, cafes aud restaur­ 
ant-1, and although the sides may be filled 
w ith the names of all known beverages, 
“ estam inet” gleams forth in larger letters 
in the most conspicuous pfface. 
In the 
language of the country, estaminet means 
something to drink, but I think that 
its definition may be divided into two 
words : beer and generieve. 
These houses 
ALONO THE QUAY 
Look as much alike as one pea like another ; 
they are all two stories high, art painted 
yellow, contain on their door steps women 
knitting stockings, with children clinging 
around their knees, while larger ones play 
on the sidewalk, and the interior is filled 
with sailors smoking their pipes over their 
beer-glasses. 
On Sundays the sounds of 
hanfi-organs are heard through the open 
windows, and 
on looking through the 
yawning door you w ill perceive men and 
women with their hats and bonnets on, 
just as they came from church, all dancing 
with measured treads, and with a serious­ 
ness they would naturally employ in the 
execution of the gravest acts of their lives. 
The Flemish seem to be a taciturn race, 
talk very little, and the beer they consume 
in such great quantities renders them too 
heavy and stupid to dispute or quarrel. 
Like the German women, a woman at Os­ 
tend is never seen without a stocking in her 
hand, and should her hands be otherwise 
burdened you may be sure the stock­ 
ing 
is 
near, 
aud 
that 
the 
fingers 
ache to clutch at it. 
They arc seen knit­ 
ting wnile nursing their babies, while 
walking along the wharf talking to their 
husbands or scolding their children. I one 
morning saw a number of women, in com­ 
pany with fishermen, stand around great 
high baskets tilled with fish which the men 
had just hauled up from the boat, and 
while their tongues were inconstant move­ 
ment their fingers never stopped knitting. 
.Some discussion was raised, their voices 
grew louder and 
their cheeks became 
flushed, 
hut 
their 
fingers 
did 
not 
stop. 
After a time they separated and 
each woman went off with her good man, 
and while walking close to the water’s edge 
she continued to give him, doubtless, most ex­ 
cellent advice, at the same time his stocking 
kept increasing in length. 
These knitters 
are like lace-mskers, and must knit from 
instinct, 
for whatever their occupation 
with their brains, their lingers faithfully 
perform their work unaided. 
The women 
m Normandy, w ho make lace, laugh and 
converse constantly while moving numer­ 
ous bobbins back and forth over

retired and created an excessively strong 
current in the port, and it was this cur­ 
rent which constantly hollowed the chan­ 
nel, and which maintained the depth. 
Since the work of man has opposed bar­ 
riers to these invading waters, these sub­ 
merged lands have become rich prairies 
and excellent grounds for cultivation. But 
the natural current having been suppressed, 
it was necessary to establish it artificially 
so as to maintain the depth of the port. 
On that account w’tre the ecluses de cbasse 
constructed, which 
establishments 
are 
formed of two distinct parts : tr.e first, 
the ecluse3 proper, and the second a re­ 
serve basin. 
A t each high tide of spring 
water, the reserve basin is filled, and once 
that operation accomplished the ecluses 
are closed. 
On the other hand the water 
of the sea decreases, and when it has at­ 
tained its low'est level, the ecluses are 
opened and the inclosed w ater rushes into 
the port with rare violence aud chases into 
the sea all the muddy and sandy ssdiment 
deposited in its bed. 
Many a time the in­ 
terested fishermen and women, while anx­ 
iously waiting to draw up their nets on the 
estacade, are startled by the 7oice of the 
owner of the nets who crie. to them to 
quickly raise them as the ecluses have been 
opened. 
There is then great hurrying and 
excitem ent as the cylinuers are turned and 
the nets fly up into the air to escape the 
great current whose waters come tumbling 
down with a ferocity which promises to 
carry everything with them. 
The ama­ 
teur fishing men and women, on learning 
teat the torrent is to last ail hour and 
fishing in the meantime is impossible, con­ 
sult their watches so as to return at the 
end of that time and make up the ten, 
tw enty or thirty minutes which may yet 
belong to them ; for one pays twenty sous 
an hour for the privilege of using a net. 
The sand constantly forms a high hank 
beneath the waves just as the entrance of 
the harbor, and when the weather permits 
the dragging machine i« kept constantly in 
us", whose noise forms a monotonous ac­ 
companiment to tlie noise of the waves. 
One of the most interesting and exciting 
scenes of Ostend is the entrance into tne 
harbor or the departure of boats charged 
with fishermen. 
During heavy seas ihe 
entrance and exit into the ecluse is very 
difficult, and 
these 
boats, 
containing 
anxious meu who constantly risk their 
lives, spend oftentimes a whole hour bat­ 
tling with the winds and waves before 
being able to pass the bar. 
Some morn­ 
ings as many as twenty and thirty of these 
boats follow each other out, some being 
assisted by sailors pulling ropes attached 
to them as they rush along the estacade, 
w hile others, at the same time they manage 
their sails, use their oars. 
During the day 
the horizon is 
COVERED WITH THESE BOATS, 
W hose sails seem as numerous as stars in 
the sky. 
Ostend is a very important fish 
depot, and aside from fishing in the tide, 
its flotilla of boats fish during summer for 
the codfish. 
In good years this fishing 
produces 
about 
tw o 
millions of 
kilo­ 
grammes of codfish. 
The produce of tide- 
iishing reaches about two millions and a 
half cf francs. 
The Belgians are not the 
onl}' fishermen who seek Ostend as a mar­ 
ket for their wares, for the three large 
basins along the wharf are tilled wfith boats 
bearing t ie flags of France. Norway, Swe­ 
den and England. 
Many French boats are 
marked Honfleur, Trouville, Havre aud so 
on. 
Besides these numerous fishing-boats 
there is the macnilicent steamer which 
carries passengers back and tenth from 
Ostend to Dover, to be seen on the wharf. 
Then a boat which runs to London and 
back twice a week, carrying both passen­ 
gers and freight, to say nothing of the 
different 
boats 
loaded with 
coal 
and 
guano, 
that 
the 
entire wharf 
is 
ex­ 
ceedingly animated all day long. 
Bails 
extend from the depot to the wharf, where 
cars specially prepared await the arrival of 
the fish, into which it is immediately 
packed and sent off to Bruxelles, to Ger­ 
many and France, so that it is difficult to 
obtain the be=t fish at Ostend, and the mar­ 
ket of the city displays but a small and 
poor quality of fish, such as is not coiiBid- 
i lered worthy of more renowned cities. 
The market ot Ostend is exceedingly well 
supplied and living is very cheap, particu­ 
larly if one does not drink wine, which is 
very dear, owing to the duties on entry. 
The hotels are reasonable, except that at 
table d ’hote you are forced to take wine, 
as no beer is given and water is not al­ 
lowed. 
Twice a week there is a grand 
market aud foire. Early in the morning 
the train brings little merchants to tow n 
with their brooms, tin pans, yarn 
and 
o her articles of household need, which are 
all placed in the large square called La 
Place d’Armes, and there the good house­ 
wives come to choose their needfui articles. 
The market, which takes place twice a week, 
is held near by at the M arrhe aitx herb'*, 
when there is a splendid display of vege- 
tibies, fruits and poultry. 
One of the 
features of the market is the sale of popu­ 
lar songs in the Flemish language, sung by 
families stationed at benches, where the 
father plays the accordion, the mother and 
two children sintipg as loud as their voices 
permit, aud at the same time distribute the 
printed papers in their hands for the sum 
of one or two sous apiece. 
The song occa­ 
sionally ceases, and the mother harangues 
the crowd with all the power of lser lungs, 
and as these musicians are sometimes quite 
near each other, the noise cf the singing of 
different tunes, accompanied by the squeal­ 
ing of live piprs for saie, does not produce 
the most delightful harmony to be heard. 
The people of Ostend are very cleanly, aud 
on Saturday nights there is a regular inun­ 
dation produced by the scrubbing of all the 
sidewalks, so that you become fearful lest, 
in their cleaning rage, they may pounce 
upon you as a piece ot furniture requiring 
ablution.

make a mistake ?” I asked one of them. 
“ Oh, never. 
I have been at it from the 
time I was four years old, and if my head 
were cut off I am sure my fingers would go 
on with the work.’’ 
Little girls of seven 
years old maj' be seen on the door steps 
of their dwelling at Ostend (the women 
and children seem to live on the door 
steps), who, with stockings on needles al­ 
most as large as themselves, are busy knit­ 
ting away with strict attention to their 
work and thoughtful looks, as though Jack 
Frost were to lie forever cut ofl’ from pinch­ 
ing their father’s toes. 
The stockings 
worn by the poorer people of Ostend are 
invariably composed of two colors, one of 
which ends at the aukle, and whose utility 
or beauty I have not had explained to me, 
hut as they all wear low shoes this pecu­ 
liarity could not fail to attract my atten­ 
tion. 
The Fieujish language is said to be­ 
come more and more restricted, and will 
eventually disappear to make place for the 
French, which constantly gains ground 
throughout the country. 
It is difficult to 
decide as to whether the language resem­ 
bles German or Kngiish the most, and as 
a written language may be said to be a 
compromise between the tw o; however, 
to hear it spoken you are at first confident 
that it is English, and you concentrate 
your attention thinking you have not heard 
distinctly, for the intonations and acceDt 
are exactly the same. 
About eighty vears 
ago all the land in the neighborhood of Os­ 
tend was 
FLOODED TWICE A PAY 
At each high tide.

S a n ita ry M a tte rs. 
We give up the usual space of this de­ 
partment this week to sanitary matters 
relating to the household, and besprak for 
these extracts from Dr. Harris' “ Hampton 
Tract” careful consideration : 
T h e S ic k R oom .— There is something 
given off from the bodies and in the excre­ 
mental matters of sick people which tends 
to produce disease. 
Ail distases ot the 
bowels and all the fevers seen: to have this 
tendency. . Therefore all such matters 
should be disinfected as soon as voided. 
I’he apartment or the ward in which the 
sick lay should be both cleansed and disin­ 
fected, duriDg the sickness and immedi­ 
ately after the removal of the patients. 
The clothing aud vessels used by the sick 
of any fever or infectious malady should be 
thoroughly disinfected in the sick chamber, 
before removal. 
F k » ii A ir .—Every person must have 
from 25 to 100 cubic feet of fresh air sup­ 
plied ev.-ry minute. 
Tnat is, if a persou 
were to be placed in a small room measur­ 
ing ten feet from floor to ceiling and beiug 
ten feet square, the supply of fresh air 
brought into such an apartment should be 
sufficient to refill it every ten minutes if 
the person were seriously sick, and at least 
every forty minutes if perfectly well, while 
the external atmosphere was pure and 
cool. Only let this requirement of from 
25 to 100 cubic feet of fresh an every min­ 
ute be remembered by every persoD who 
would keep the blood and the surface of the 
body bathed with freshair—sufficiently for 
the necessities of health. 
This amount of 
.ventilation can be ktpt up uicht and day 
v itkout any perceptible or chilling cur­ 
rent. 
In one of the great church edifices 
on Fifth avenue, New York, the forced 
volumes of fresh air are sent to the scat of 
every one in a congregation of 1 SCO per­ 
sons, at the rate of neatly 100 cubic feet 
every minute, without any noticeable cur­ 
rent. 
It should be kept in mind that the 
blood flows constantly through the lungs, 
spread through hundreds of square yards 
of mucous membrane, for the purpose of 
being washed in fresh air and absorbing 
pure oxygen to cleanse and invigorate the 
body. 
This real internal cleansing is a 
necessity of health and safety which no 
human being has a right to interfere with 
or diminish. 


D isin fe c t a n t s. — Disinfectants are not 
substitutes for cleanliness and the use or 
water and fresh air. 
W e disinfect those 
things and places which cannot at once be 
cleansed and ventilated sufficiently to pre­ 
vent decay, nuisance, disease and infec­ 
tion. The chemical and other agents which 
are employed for this sanitary purpose are 
termed disinfectants, but they are not 
alike, and w ill not be applicable alike un­ 
der all circumstances. 
The sulphate of 
zinc (white vitriol) is a powerful aud easily 
applied disinfectant, and entirely' safe to 
use. 
It is colorless, produces no stain, and 
readily dissolves. 
In the sick-room, and 
whenever the 
boiling 
of 
the clothing 
from 
the 
patients 
Í3 
m cessarily 
de­ 
layed, 
the 
infectious 
virus 
in 
them 
can 
be 
destroyed 
by 
packing 
them 
in a solution of 4 ounces of sulphate of 
zinc to the gallon of water. 
In the care of 
contagions and infections dicases it is beat 
to have this white zinc vitriol on hand for 
disinfecting clothing. 
But the boiling of 
all clothing aud cloths which have been 
upon or exposed to the sick, is a sanitary 
duty not to be neglected. 
Carbonate of 
soda (sal soda), or the borate of soda 
(■ orax), will serve very well Ss a disinfect­ 
ant if the solution is as stroug as can be 
made in cold water, but the zinc solution 
is surest and cheapest. 
Chloride of lime, 
or carbolic acid, are usefal where they 
can most properly be employed, but the 
lime injures and may destroy clothing, and 
the carbolic ac’d is offensive to smell, and 
unless of a very' pure quality it stains. 
The chloride and the carbolic acid roust 
never be used together. 
W hatever re­ 
quires extra cleansing by washing, and 
particularly when such things have been 
exposed to an infectious disease, should be 
washed in borax or sal poda water. 
Car­ 
bolic Acid may be diluted at the rate of 
from ten to forty parts of water to one of 
the best fluid acid. 
Use this solution for 
the same purpose as copperas is used ; also- 
to sprinkle upon any kind of garbage or 
decaying matter, and on foul surfaces of 
any kind. 
For sprinkling foul or un­ 
healthy streets and alleys, gutters and foul 
places, mix one to three parts of this crude 
carbolic acid with 100 parts of the cop­ 
peras solution, 
aud sprinkle the entire 
surface every four or five days during the 
summer and autumn. 
It is chiefly val­ 
uable 
to 
prevent 
putrefaction. 
To 
disinfect 
privies, 
cesspools, 
drains, 
and sewers, and especially the vessels, 
grounds, or places in which the discharges 
from the sick with any fever or diarrbo al 
diseases are evacuated or cast away', dis­ 
solve eight or ten pounds of sulphate of 
iron in three or four gallons of water, and 
add a pint of best fluid carbolic acid (if it 
is desired, and a good quality is at haud), 
stir or agitate it briskly, to make a com­ 
plete solution. 
Use this disinfectant as 
follow s: 
To keep privies and water clos­ 
ets from becoming infected or offensive, 
pour a pint of this solution into every wa­ 
ter-closet pan or privy-seat, every evening. 
To disinfect masses of filth, privies, sewers 
or drains, gradually pour in the solution, 
lionr by hour, until every part of the mass 
or foul surface has been thoroughly disin­ 
fected. 
I.mitrf. F ood. — Various articles that 
are used for food are liable to become im­ 
pure. 
Even fresh milk and cream so rap­ 
idly absorb foul vapors and so readily take 
up and hold the contagious poison of ty ­ 
phoid and scarlet fevers that care is neces­ 
sary in preserving the perfect purity of 
milk. 
The cleanness and sweetness of 
meats and of all breadstuff should be pre­ 
served. 
If in the presence of decaying 
matter and putrid gases, meats, ana es­ 
pecially fish and butter, quickly become 
unwholesome. 
Some people try to restore 
such hurt food to sweetness by immersing 
it in water containing an equal quantity of 
lump3 of charcoal, but it is better to pre­ 
vent the defilement and putresence alto­ 
gether. 


GROUNDS.—The pathways and ground* 
about dwellings, and all roadway's, are 
best kept clean aud free from nuisance 
when so graded aud sloped as to give easy 
surface drainage for the w ater; but there 
must be under drainage to make grounds, 
paths and house-lots urv. 
The removal of 
all decaying matter—animal and vegetable 
—from the vicinity of dwellings and 
streets is a sanitary duty. 
The freshness 
and healthfulness of paths and grounds is 
improved by an occasional layer of fine 
gravel ; but never by sawdust, chips or 
planks. 
Decaying wood, vegetables, even 
chips and saw-dust, arc unwholesome. 


C lo th in g . — The modern practice of 
boiling as well as washiug all undergar­ 
ments is the best sanitary rnles for such 
clothing. 
The frequent ventilation and 
brushing of all other garments, and a long 
exposure to light aud wind, with most 
thorough brushing of all bedding and up­ 
holstered things that cannot be boiled, is 
the proper sanitary treatment for such ma­ 
terials, especially if they have been ex­ 
posed to sick persons or foul air. 


D w ellings. 
Through - and - through 
ventilation, sunlight, the not scrubbing of 
wood floors and the wiping and dusting of 
walls, as well as the lime-washing of com­ 
mon ceilings, are essential means of cleanli­ 
ness of habitations. 
Closets, store-rooms 
and pantries and the cellars require equally 
effectual opening, cleansing and ventila­ 
tion. 


W a t e r . —The wells, springs, cisterns 
and reservoirs of water used lor drinking 
and in households must always be Dro- 
tected against defilement. 
If a well or 


stream is used for these purposes, its actual 
purity and protection should be looked 
alter at once, and the fact should be set­ 
tled by the family physician or some other 
competent person—that the water is pure 
and 
the 
means 
of 
its 
protection 
against 
any foul 
soakage 
are 
suffi­ 
cient. 
It any fertile -field, or a privy, 
a cellar, a barn, stable or pig-sty drains 
towards the well or stream, tnere should 
be some means of protection devised, or 
another and safer source of supply of water 
be sought. 
The utensils, such as pails and 
pitchers, in which the water used for 
drinking is contained, should be kept con­ 
stantly clean ; and when any sickness oc­ 
curs in a house, the drinking cups used by 
the tick should be unused by other persons. 


LIGHTING 
TOWNS 
BY 
ELECTRICITY. 


A novel exhibition of electric light was 
made at Strawberry’ Hill, Naotasket beach, 
last evening. .W hat especially attracted 
the three hundred spectators to tne balco­ 
nies of the Sea Foam Houre was the prom­ 
ise oí the exceedingly novel sight of a game 
of bate ball in the evening, long after the 
sun’s rays should be di.-o-.Ileu by natural 
darkness. 
The real significance of the oc­ 
casion, however, was the first public experi­ 
ment in illustration of a new system of 
illuminating towns by electricity. 
It con­ 
templates an innovation of startling magni­ 
tude. 
The plan is to iiiuminate the streets 
ot a city—in fact, the whole atmosphere 
around and above the buildings—that the 
use of any7 light whatever in the house will 
he rendered unnecessary. 
This end is to 
be attained simply by placing groups 
of electric lamps on the summit ot tow­ 
ers some 200 feet high, 
and placed 
at intervals, say four to me square miie, 
through a city. 
The deriied effect is to be 
produced by using lamps of an illuminating 
power.equal to O.OUO sperm caudles, mass­ 
ing twelve lamps in each group. 
List 
night, however, tne magnitude of the ex- 
peiiment was on a much smaller scale, and 
calculated to furnish a basis on which one 
may 
prudently 
calculate probabilities 
rather than to reveal the efficiency ol the 
system as a demonstrated fact. The appa­ 
ratus in use consisted of thirty six carbon 
lamps in communication with a dynamo- 
electric generator that is o, orated by an 
engine ot thirty’-horse power. 
To support 
the lamps were erected three wooden tow­ 
ers 100 feet high and 500 feet apart, so as 
to overlook a triangular spot just beneath 
the 
northern 
piazzas 
of 
the 
8 .a 
Foam 
Hotel. 
The 
lamps 
were 
disposed twelve in a group, ar.l pos­ 
sessed a total illuminating powep of 
90,000 candles, or 30,000 for each tower. 
An idea of tne effect produced by the il­ 
lumination may be best conveyed by stating 
the fact tnat a flood of mellow light 
thrown upon the field enabled the ball­ 
players, between 8 and half-past!) o’clock, 
to complete a game of nine innings. 
The 
nines were picked from the employes of 
Jordan, Marsh & Co. and K. 11. White & 
Co., and tied the game with a score of 16 
to 16. It cannot he said that the practice 
of such sports is likely at present to be 
carried on extensively by night rather 
than by day, for the players had to bat 
and throw with some caution, and the 
number of errors due to an imperfect light 
was innumerable. 
Fly Lails dts ending 
nearly perpendicular could be caught 
easily, but when 
batted a long dis­ 
tance it was much easier and safer 
to get the 
ball 
by chasing it after 
it struck the ground. 
The fact, how­ 
ever, that a game couid be played at all 
shows a considerable advance in the inten­ 
sity of the light over that which previous 
experiments have disclosed. 
To the spec­ 
tators the game proved of little interest, 
since in general only the players’ move­ 
ments could be discerned, while the course 
of the ball eluded their sight. 
During the 
game, by the courtesy of tiie managers, the 
representatives of the press were treated 
to a ride along the shore to Allerton Point, 
distant a mile in a straight line from the 
towers. 
Here the light shone upon the 
face of a watch with sufficient biightness 
to disclose ea-ily the j ositionof the hands. 
Upon the hotel plaza one could read in the 
full radiance of the light a newspaper at 
a little less than the ordinary distance fur 
holding a book from the eves, but turning 
so as to throw a shadow upon the page, 
the letters immediately vanished. — [Boston 
Advertiser, Sept. 3d. 


THE GATLING GUN. 


This deadly and most useful weapon in 
certain circumstances of modern warfare 
has of late undergone several modifications 
in detail at the hands of the inventor, Dr. 
Gatling, who has recently had it on view 
at the offices of Sir William Armstrong & 
Go., ¡n Great George street, Westminster. 
In the old pattern gun, the cartridges were 
supplied from a large drum which was 
placed end upwards over the gun, the car­ 
tridges beiug delivered somewhat to the 
side of the weapon, aud, therefore, out of 
line with its axis. 
The firing-handle was 
placed at the other side, and tue barrels 
and working parts wt-re more or less ex­ 
posed. 
All this has now been altered, and 
the modified gun presents several new 
features. 
In the ten-barcled weapon, 
which we recently had the opportunity oí 
examining, the barrels and the working 
parts are inclosed in a guu-metal casing 27 
inches in length and 6.) inches mean out­ 
side diameter. 
Each barrel is IS inches in 
length, the ouíshit a -pea ranee of the gun 
being that of a howitzer. 
The crauk- 
hamile is now placed in the rear, instead of 
at the side, and by a rearrangement of the 
firing mechanism the speed of the revolu­ 
tion of the gun and the rapidity of its tire 
has been greatly increased, so that it is 
claimed for it that it fires 1.000 rounds per 
minute, the ordinary rate of rapid firing 
beiug 750 rounds per minute. 
That it is 
well able to fire the larger number appears 
probadlo from the rapmity with which it 
was manipulated with dummy cartridges 
on the occasion of our inspection. 
The 
feeding is now effected from magazines or 
long casts, each capable of containing 40 
cartridges. The case is placed vertically 
over the center of the lock-chamber of the 
giro, and the cartridges tali directly into 
tiie receivers. 
As scon as one ease is 
emptied another takes its place, there 
being two attendants required, cut- for tins 
work And the other to turn the handle. 
The barrels aud locks revolve together, 
but iu addition to this action the locks 
have a forward aud backward motion. 
This is effected by means of a cam path, 
up which each lock traieh and pushes the 
cartridge home. 
It then fires it, and re­ 
turns down tliis path, ejecting the car­ 
tridge-case from the side of the gun as it 
re'urns. 
The gun can be fired only when 
the barrels are iu motion from left to right; 
and so long as the crank-liandle is revolved 
and the gun fed with cartridges the several 
operations of loading, firing and extracting 
are carried on automatically, uniformly 
; aud continuously. 
Should the crank-hau- 
: die he turned m a reverse direction no 
i harm results to the gun, as the interior 
! form of the receivers admits of reversing 
the motion without danger oi jamming the 
oases. 
The traversing arrangement has 
also been simplified, aud lateral playean 
be given to the storm of bullets that can 
be delivered uniformly vith the firing of 
the piece. 
It will thus he seen that the 
gun has been greatly modified aud im­ 
proved, and reports from America show it 
' to be capable of some very remarkable 
performances, both as regards rapidity and 
accuracy of fire. 
Dr. Gatiing has made 
one of these guns for our own Govern­ 
ment, which will fire the Boxer cartridge, 
although he prefers the more solidly-made 
cartridges oi the American pattern.

Iu a recent number of the London Stand­ 
ard under the query, “ Do we eat too 
much?” the writer gives many interesting 
facts. 
He says, for instance, that the 
amount of nourishment which a persou 
needs greatly depends on his constitution, 
state of health, habits and work. A seden­ 
tary man requires less than one whose 
duties demand the exercise of his muscles, 
aud a hrain-worker needs more than an 
idler. 
But unquestionably the majority 
of us take more than we need. 
Indeed, 
food and . work are distributed most une­ 
qually. 
The man of leisure is also the 
man of means, and accordingly, fares 
sumptuously every day ; while the laborer 
toils for eight hours, and finds it difficult 
to get enougii to repair the waste of his 
tissues. 
Yet a Chinaman or a Bengalee 
will toil under a tropical sun, and find a 
few pice worth of rice or jowrah sufficient 
to sustain his strength. 
A Frenchman will 
not cat half what an Englishman engaged 
in the same work will demand, and a Span­ 
ish laborer- content in ordinary times with 
a watermelon and a bit of black bread, 
will toil in the vineyards and grow fat on a 
dietary of onion porridge and grapc3. 
It 
is true that Mr. Brassey, when buildrog 
the Continental railways, found that one 
English navvy was worth a couple of 
spare-fed foreigners. 
But, on the other 
hand, the British Columbian aud Califor­ 
nian gold-diggers, than whom a more mag­ 
nificent set of athletes does not exist, live 
in the remote mountains of the Far West 
mainly on beans flavored with a few cubes 
of pork. 
But they also obtain the best of 
water and the purest of air, aud their out­ 
door lite and active exercise enable them 
to digest every ounce of their frugal fare. 
The English soldiers, though better fed 
than those of any army except the Ameri­ 
can, do not get one-half the amount of 
solid nutriment which the idlest of club- 
loungers considers indispensable for his 
sustenance. 
An athlete in training is al­ 
lowed even less food ; yet he prospers on 
the limited fare, and prolongs his life by 
the regimen by which he has been sub­ 
jected. 
King Victor Emanuel was a mon­ 
arch of the most robust physique ; yet he 
only ate one meal per day, aud it is mani­ 
festly absurd for any man to require three 
more or less weighty meals, and an after­ 
noon cup of tea to support the exertion of 
walking to the club, riding au hour in the 
park, writing a note or two, and dancing a 
couple of miles around a ball-room. 
The 
ancients had their “ amethustoi,” or “ so­ 
ber atones,” by which they regulated their 
indulgence at table. 
The moderns have 
not even this. 
But they have their gout 
and their livers to warn them, when it is 
too late, that nature has been overtasked. 


If the youth of the present day gave but 
a thought to the injurious effects of cigar­ 
ette-smoking, and sturdily tried to avoid 
tiie pernicious habit, we are convinced that 
both their mental and moral well-being 
would be vastly improved. 
It has been 
often stated by good authority that the in­ 
dulgence of this habit on the part of our 
youth tends to degenerate the physical 
stature of the persou who is a slave to the 
cigarette. 
It may seem a graceful accom­ 
plishment to roil the fragile piece of paper 
with dexterity. 
There may be an innate 
desire on the part of an ambitious youth to 
arrive at that stage in the process of cigar­ 
ette-smoking wl.en one can swallow the 
smoke which arises from the tobacco aud 
paper, and let the blue cloudlets find egress 
through the nose. But we warn our youth­ 
ful readers that in becoming such adepts 
in the art which is sapping their manhood, 
they have entered upon a course which 
will eventually bring them to an early 
grave. 
Perhaps the injurious effects of 
tnis habit would not be so had where it 
not for the vile adulterations which inter 
into the manufacture of both paper and 
tobacco. 
The demand for this torni of 
smoking has been so great, that the market 
is flooded with imitations made of the worst 
paper and the cheapest refuse of the to­ 
bacco factory. 
A physician in New York 
recently analyzed a cigarette and found the 
tobacco was strongly impregnated with 
opium, w hile the wrapper, which was war­ 
ranted to be pure rice paper, was found to 
be the ordinary quality of white paper 
whitened with arsenic. Thus does the 
death-dealing abomina ion stalk through 
the land dwarfing the mind and deteriorat­ 
ing the bojy. 
A recent writer has ea’d 
that our next generation will be born of 
puny-chested, slim-legged, 
small-necked 
chaps, and what kind of a generation it 
will be ! Idiots and monkeys ! This may 
seem draw mg it rather strong, but we have 
no doubt that it is in the main correct. 
It is truly shameful to see a little fellow 
not higher than your knee puffiDg away as 
if his very life depended upon the effort. 
It needs the most watchful care upon the 
part of parents to try and check this tend­ 
ency to an evil habit in their children. 
If 
the consequences of their actions and the 
fatal results which au indulgence in cigar­ 
ette-smoking would have upon their future 
life were forcibly impressed upon them, we 
think our youth would try to avoid the 
habit. 
But if they bid defiance to all 
parental and friendly council, and continue 
upon their dangerous course, we can truth­ 
fully tell them they may as well give up 
all chance of ever becoming worthy citi­ 
zens of this great republic. 
When man­ 
hood is about uufolding its charms to their 
gaze, it will find them weak, spiritless and 
unambitious, and they cannot, if they 
would, enter upon the race which leads to 
preferment and honor. 
The vice of their 
youth has incapacitated them from fulfill­ 
ing all worthy endeavor—[The Watchman. 


W a v e s o f C o ld .— R. G. Jenkins, F. IU 
A. S., has attempted to show a very re­ 
markable effect of the planet Venus upon 
the earth. 
Many years ago the present 
Astronomer Royal proved thatthedisturbing 
effect of this planet was so great that the 
earth was materially pulled out of its 
orbit. 
Mr. Jenkins shows that it is to 
this disturbing action we must look for an 
explanation of the cold waves which occur, 
on an average, every eight years—as in 
1829, 1837, 1845, 1855, 1S03, 1871, 1879— 
and that for the next 40 years the tem­ 
perature will be below the average, as it 
has during the last 40 years been above the 
average. 
In regard to high temperatures, 
he states that for the last 50 years a heat 
wave has been observed to pass over the 
earth every 12 years, nearly contemporary 
with the arrival of the planet Jupiter at its 
perihelion, and that we are on the eve of 
the next heat wave.

ties on this coast, letting contracts to per­ 
sons to furnish a given amount at a fixed 
price, there being as yet no sale in open 
market for these products. 
The price is, 
contractors say, very fluctuating. 
Grin- 
delia Robusta -grows near the coast, in 
blackish masses, and is not very plentiful ; 
Grindelia Squarrosa grows on the uplands 
and great valleys, where it is called tar- 
weed by some, and is troublesome in the 
fields. 
Gaseara Sagrada grows on uplands 
and hillsides in great thickets.—fCalifornia 
Horticulturist.

A French sculptor, Emile Jeannin, has 
found a novel and what promises to be 
quite a useful and important application of 
celluloid. Noting that celluloid becomes 
plastic at a temperature of 250° Fahr., he 
tried whether it would be a fit substitute 
for the electrotypes used for illustrations. 
He found that it makes sharp and clear 
impressions, and that it resists the wear of 
the press-work much better than the ordi­ 
nary cuts, haying printed 56,000 copies 
from a celluloid cut without visibly injur­ 
ing it.
